TE telegrams we publish today may 
either be the record of local rising of 
little importance or they may be that of 
an insurrection which may lead to the 
re-enactinent, with its dire effects in- 
tensified, of tho sad havoc of war in Afgan- 
istan, of which we believed-wo had seen 
the last’ for some time. It has bee 

known all along that there lingera in 
the country still a large party of mal- 
contents called or calling themselves the 
Shere Ali party; who are. much dissatis- 
fied with the direction recent.affairs in 
Afghanistan have taken, - It is suspect- 
ed that they are in communication with, 
and are under the influence toa great 
extent of Russia. ° It is very likely they 
are the prime movers, secretly if, not 
avowedly, of this outbreak,. The mutiny 
first broke out amongst the troops of the 
Ameer and was joined in by the inha- 
bitants of Cabul. So far as the tele- 
grams allow. one to judge, it is confined 
to the capital, and although the Khyber. 
forces under General. Sir Sam, Browne 
ate ordered to proceed against Jellalabad, 
we are not to attach too much import- 
ance to that fact, and take it for granted 
that any general-rising is hinted at or 
The troops are ordered ‘to 
immediately advance on the Shutur- 
gurden, from.‘ the © crest of . which 
we command ‘Cabul, “General Ro- 
berts advances upon. .the capital, and 
here, we fancy, what fighting has to ‘be 
done will take. place.

The man was arrested 
the same mornlug,.avud was sentenced by a 
Court Martial to two yoara’ hard labour, for 
making away with Government property, 
and is now serving his two years in Victorla 
Gaol. Ltook Gormley from gaol yesterday, 
and he pointed out to mo the defendant as 
the man who bought the kit, Defendant 
was in the street and had a hawker’s stall. 
I found nothing on it. Tasked the prisoner 
to.take tis to his houso; he guided uethrough 
several streets and eventaa'ly came back to 
within twenty yards of where we started | 
from, and took us'up to a house, fitted asa 
gchool-room, Prisoner aaid ‘something to 
tho woman in charge of the house, which I 
understood to rean,--‘*Say that I live 
here.”

"Patrick Gormley stated:—On the 16th

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INTERPRETATION IN THE STRAITS 
- SETTLEMENTS, 

Mr Rohert Campbell at the Straits Coun- 
cil Mesting of the 14th August, proposed, 
and the Councll apparently unanimously 
approved of a resolution, the material part 
of which reada-to this effect :— 


That in view of tho urgent necessity for 
trained interpreters of the Chinese Iangaage 
it is mest desirable that every facility should 
be afforded to, tho covenanted servanta of 
tho Government, who aro studying Chinese, 
to perfect themselves in the knowledge of 
that language.” . 

Mr parnpbells in proposing the resolution, 
said that the want of Chinese ‘interprotera 
was, he believad, ‘felt in ald the depart- 


| menta of Governmont,” and expressed the 


opinion that ‘until some system is intro- 
duced: by which each’ Department of Go- 
vernment has some one in 19 who can check 
the native interpreters, the administration 
of these te ear ae cannot be satisfac: 
torlly carried out.” Mr. Gilfillan, in sup- 
porting the resolution, did not goo far as 
this, dwelling merely in -geveral terms 
upon “the primary Importance of facl- 
litating the study of Chinese,” but he made 
the statement that ‘' the wishes of the Chi- 
nese Section of the community, one of the 
most important, cannot be understood by 
Government but by means of the Chinese 
Lingnage.”.. The Straits Times, writing on 
the subject, has the following :— 

These are very strong assertions on the 
part of the two Hon’ble Members, and pro- 
bably on reflection they will be inclined to 
modify them considerably, And the re- 
medy, what is it? Why rothing less than 
each Department should, after the Japanese 
fashion, have a Chinese as an interpreter, 
and Cadet to check him! Is that practis- 
ab'e or is it even desirable? Where are all 
the Cadets to come from? Or would they 
te content to remain always Chinese Inter- 
preters? It may be well to remind Hon’ble 
Members what it was that caused the ques- 
tion to be mooted in Sir Andrew Olarke’s 
and Sir William Jervols’s time and even 
long before. that, only. it was under their 
liberal rule that the matter was fairly look- 
ed in the face and something was resolved to. 
be done. 1t was the crying want of proper 
iuterpretatlon, not in all the Departments, 
but in our Police Offices, in our Magistrates’ 
Courts, and Courts of Requests, and even 
in our Supreme Court. ‘The first reault 
was securing the services of Mr Pickering 
from China, followed by Mr Karlin Pe- 
nang. The second result was the Cadet 
scheme of studying the Chinese language. 
The third result was the establishment of 
the Chinese Protectorate Department, and 
now the state of affairs in regard to 
Chinese interpretation in our Courts haa 
improved certainly but still remains very 
much what it was before and is certainly 
not what it should be. The fact is the 
cadet scheme is too ambitious a one 
altogether, and is, we venture to predic, 
predestined to be a failure, and will prove 
an expensive one if it_is persevered in as 
originally proposed, It will be found to 
bo impracticable after a waste of-time and 
money. What is wanted and almost solely 
wauted is improved interpretation in ‘our, 
Courts and that cannot be done by teaching 
Chineso to Cadets, for they will not 
interpret in our Courts." That can only be 
got in one way, and that ie by employing 
é‘uoated Chinese on - proper pay ade- 
quate to the important functiors they 
are called upon to ditcharge. Mr 
Campbell said the Colonial Secrotary 
must be well aware of the beneficial results 
which arose from the Student Interpreters’ 
scheme in Hongkong, avd the Hon'ble 
gentleman, having been one of the firat of 
them to arrive In Hongkong himself, ought 
to know all about these ‘beneficial re- 
sults,” but he did not, in reply, make any 
revelations on the su’ ject, and it fs some- 
what significant that he put a stop to the 
expense of native teachers for the Cadets 
here and dwelt upon the difficulties con- 
nected with tho cadet scheme. Whatever 
these benoficial results” may have been, 
it 1g the fact that'the Hongkong papers 
cntain chronfc complaints of tbe want of 

roper interpretation in the. Courts—the 
Ohlet Justice being sometimes pathetic on 
they pubject.. Another fact is that the 
Registrar’s Department, which was one 
something like the Chinese Department 
here and intended to be the medium of 
communication between the Chinese and 
Government, has been more or less abolished 
by Mr Pope Hennessy, who, we believe, 
employs & Chinese Secretary in its place so 
as to be in direct communication with the 
Chinese community. Finally,-if there is 
such sud want of Chinese interpretation in 
all the De;artments, what is the Chinése 
Protectorate Department occupied with ? 
When it was established, it was understood 
that one of ita functions would be to. help 
the Government in ita interpretation needs. | 
It may be added that were the two Oadets 
attached to this Department there would 
be something practical in the cadet scheme,. 
and surely Mr Pickering and Dr Dennys 
might be of some practical assistsnes to 
them in more ways than in learning the 
languaye.

At the same time -your Excellenc 
described the commercial policy of England. 
In your gencrous and exalted words, wo 


found much whioh, if properly carried out, 


will benefit Japan, We are sfraid that, 
owing to our poverty of expression, the 
Ll gh mode of receiving and addressing - 
such an honourable guest will bo inade-. 
quate, because our. language, do what we 
will, cannot be controlled and will bo cal- 
culated to cause disquiet. But. we cannot 
be restrained, on account: of our love of our 
country, and therefore we beg your Excel- 
lency to be generous on this point. 

The principle of trade is that the coun- 
tries of the earth should hold communication 
with each other, and each exchange its pro~ 
ducts for other products so as to promote 
common benefit. ‘To preserve mutual rights, 
conventions are made by which no larger 
and stronger country may domineer over 
weaker and smaller ones, in consequence of 
which treaty powers are bound by friendl, 
conditions. But we observe often that wea 
countries suffer injury from’ stronger ones, 
independent rights are interrupted, and in- 
jury suffered; such is the condition of 
Japan, Whatis your Excellenoy’s opinion? 
Do you desire to preserve a good balance of 
trade between two parties? Do you,not see 
the fatal result to one party, if the other 
derive undue profit in consequence? 

"No such considerations may come to mind, 
if one takes merely a cursory glance at the 
ag condition of Japan. It we consider 
er condition seriously, then arise different 
thoughts, The unfair and degrading trea- 
ties now existing between Japan and the 
treaty powers hos caused the balance of 
trade to be heavily against Japan, the 
result being serious loss to Japan year after 
year. Binco the opening of the treaty ports 
took placo exports have considerably’ in- 
creased but yet cannot compete with imports, 
Calculating imports and exports during the 
past ten years ended June 1878, 262,718,048 
yen are-imports and 198,405,829 yen are 
exports, showing an excess, of 64,312,219 of 
the former over the latter and an average of 
6,124,973 yen"per year.* This great differ- 
enco between imports and exports is caused 
in some A ee by the poor condition of our 
industrial works. But taking into careful 
consideration the reasons for tho course of 
finance, we find that it is obstruction. ~ So 
we must remove the obstruction that stops 
the course of finance, as, unless our govern-~ 
ment restore the balance between imports 


and .exports, the difference will be per-- 


manent. 

Now the’ Japanese financial course is re- 
strained from free flowing by the wrong 
balance of trade. If this state of things 
continues any longer without undergoing 
change, the exports will decrease more and 
more, and the country will’ become poor, so 
much g0 that she can never rise again. In 
this case Japan will not be able to pur- 
chase foreign articles. Let us hore give an 
example showing what will be the result, 
There are two men, A. and B., and they 
live by trade, A. obtains undue advantage 
from ‘time to time, while B. suffers injury 
from the trade with A.; yet A. compels B, 
to continue the business without modifica- 
tion, but B., being very poor, cannot longer 
do so, Although A. is rich, ho is thus also 

reyented from carrying on his business.”
